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INTRODUCTION: At a time when 
most everything is under rigid govern- 
mental control, of which many people 
are quite tired for various reasons, may 
not be a good time to write on the 
subject of Church Government: first, 
ecause many are prejudiced by cir- 
umstances; second, because there are 
those who seem to believe that Chris- 
tians are at liberty to be led of the 
Lord and therefore need no adminis- 
tration of government in the Church. 
But let us see what the Word teaches 
concerning the subject. 

TEXT: “And God hath set some in 
the church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, and diversities of 
tongues,” 1 Cor. 12:28. 

“Government” comes from the Greek 
word “kubernasis” and means a meth- 
od of control, a steering, by means of 
“wise counsels.” In maintaining the 
Church, it was necessary not only that 
God provide (1) a powerful witness of 
Christ and His redemptive work 
through the apostles, but (2) it was 
equally needful that He provide for 
inspiration of faith through the 
prophets, (3) for poise and balance 
of right understanding by teachers, 
(4) for emotional development 
through gifts of “miracles” and “di- 
versities of tongues,” (5) for physical 
care and comfort through the gifts of 
healing, (6) for a supply of minor and 
varied needs through “petty offices” 
or administration called “helps,” pos- 
sibly a reference to sympathetic 
services rendered for bodily comfort 
such as food, etc., Acts 20:3-5; 1 Tim. 

:2; Rom. 16:3. (7) While on the 
other hand GOVERNMENT concerned 
itself with the general welfare of the 
entire body by establishing control 
and guidance within the church con- 
cerning not only what is actual- 
ly taught, but (2) government seeks 
to control the conduct of the teacher 
or leader also. 

NECESSITY 

If the whole church had been spir- 
itual to the extent that all would have 
followed the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, then government would have 
been administered through the Spirit 
itself controlling the individual. How- 
ever, both the scriptures and experi- 
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e Government

ence have taught us that even many 
people who profess to have the bap- 
tism of the Spirit have great need of 
some form of guidance through min- 
isters sufficiently consecrated unto 
God that He may use them in leading 
those who are not properly led other- 
wise by the Spirit and the Word. There 
are the babes in Christ who must be 
fed, and some of these babies are of 
considerable age. They not only have 
to be fed but also taught, and when 
neither of these methods serve the 
intended purpose, then someone has 
to rule by wise counsel and experience, 
in rendering opinions and enforcing 
discipline even among those who think 
themselves quite blameless and sancti- 
fied. 


ARE THESE THINGS SO? 


We must conclude that all govern- 
ment as administered within the 
Church should be a product of the 
Holy Spirit, but while we make this 
statement it follows in the light of 
the Scriptures that many members are 
not sufficiently spiritual and en- 
dowed with wisdom to govern them- 
selves. In the case of the Corinthians 
we have reference that at least many 
of these were not only “babes in 
Christ” but were “carnal and walked 
as men.” 1 Cor. 3:1-3. These are to be 
instructed not only in how to pass 
and to repass with the “brethren” in 
Christian fellowship but even gifts 
given by the Holy Spirit must also be 
governed by those who were more 
accustomed to its guidance and move- 
ments. 1 Cor. 14:15-32. No part of the 
body of Christ has been neglected in 
God’s love gifts unto the Church; how- 
ever, nothing has been left to run 
loosely or without control. 


TO PREVENT APOSTASY 


Two things must be born in mind; 
first, there must be presentation of 
anything being taught which is not in 
harmony with or actually a part of 
inspired truth itself. If a minister 
should occupy the pulpit, who taught 
that a person could not live above sin, 
all who heard him would be weakened 
in their effort to live without commit- 
ting sin. On the other hand, if a min- 
ister who preached and lived a life of 


holiness and beauty, preached that 
all could live lives of holiness, every- 
one would be strengthened in their en- 
deavor to live a life of holiness. Sec- 
ond, the conduct of the teacher or 
leader must also be governed or con- 
trolled. Wrong teaching will bring 
apostasy by failing to maintain proper 
scriptural and spiritual standards or 
levels, while sin practiced by minis- 
ters will result in apostasy by example. 
These two things were definitely pre- 
vented in the times of the early 
Church and should be so prevented 
today. False teachers are plainly in 
view in Acts 20:30; Titus 1:10,11; Gal. 
1:7-9; 2:5; 1 Tim. 4:1; 2 Tim. 4:3, 4; 
Jude 1:8-19, where they are rebuked 
and those responsible for the over- 
sight of the churches are warned. 
Everything was tested by divine 
standards in the time of the apostles, 
even spirits, as to the genuineness of 
their testimony or character. 1 John 
4:1-4; 1 Cor. 12:10. 


WHO DID IT? 


Our Lord selected twelve apostles, 
Matt. 10:1; Mark 6:7-13; Luke 9:1. 
With these He called “other seventy,” 
Luke 10:1. These were doubtless reck- 
oned in the mind of our Lord as an 
immediate governing body in the 
church, as a similar governing body 
existed in Judea through the San- 
hedrin. These elders were those who 
constituted the ruling authority in the 
church. 1 Tim. 5:17; 1 Peter 5:2. The 
elders, with apostles, rendered a deci- 
sion relative to the question of circum- 
cision mentioned in Acts 15:1-6. This 
opinion clarified the whole Jewish 
standing under grace. We are com- 
manded to “remember them which 
have the rule over you,” who have 
spoken unto you the Word of God. In 
the light of 1 Tim. 5:17, it was the eld- 
ers who had the rule over the affairs 
of the church. Elders were ordained in 
every church, Acts 14:23; Titus 1:5. 
This being true there was in each 
church an established governing body 
to guide the church not only in the 
way of inspired truth but also to gov- 
ern or to rule. In the case of incest 
committed by a member of the Co- 
rinthian church, mentioned in 1 
Corinthians, fifth chapter, the apostle, 
who was most assuredly an elder, 
judged and decreed that this “wicked 
person” should be put away from 
among them. He further pointed out 
that it was the duty of the church to 
“judge them that are within,” verse 
12. See also Matt. 18:15-19. In the

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RELIGION AND THE WORLD

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PROPHETIC ONLOOKERS 

Today, as for many decades, writ- 
ers are looking through anti-Chris- 
tian teachings and activities for the 
coming or rather the raising up of 
“that wicked” king who, in the light 
of Revelation 13, will reign over the 
broken fragments of a dying world 
order. Some thought World War I was 
Armageddon, still others have 
thought World War 2 might prove to 
be the last great and dreadful con- 
flict. 

The Valley of Judgment 

“Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, and 
sound an alarm in my holy moun- 
tain: let all the inhabitants of the 
land tremble: for the day of the Lord 
cometh, for it is nigh at hand,” Joel 
2:1. “For, behold, in those days, and 
in that time when I shall bring again 
the captivity of Judah and Jerusalem, 
I will also gather all nations, and will 
bring them down into the valley of 
Jehoshaphat (or valley of judgment), 
and will plead with them there for my 
people and for my heritage Israel, 
whom they have scattered among the 
nations, and parted my land. Pro- 
claim ye this among the Gentiles; 
Prepare war, wake up the mighty 
men, let all the men of war draw 
near; let them come up: Let the 
heathen be awakened, and come up to 
the valley of Jehoshaphat: for there 
will I sit to judge all the heathen 
round about. Multitudes, multitudes 
in the valley of decision: for the day 
of the Lord is near in the valley of 
decision,” Joel 3:1, 2, 9, 12, 14. (1) The 
time mentioned by Joel was in the 
distance and referred to the day 
when Jehovah would judge the Gen- 
tiles for their injustices done unto 
Israel. (2) The place refers to a deep 
ravine which separates Jerusalem 
from the Mount of Olives. Both Mos- 
lems and Jews are said to believe 
that this is the spot where the last 
judgments are to take place. 

Armageddon 

But if this is true how are we to rec- 
oncile “And he gathered them to- 
gether into a place called in the He- 
brew tongue Armageddon,” Rev. 
16:16? It would seem that reconcilia- 
tion would be needed here, (1) be- 
cause the valley of Jehoshaphat is 
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near by Jerusalem, and (2) Armaged- 
don is up in or near the plains of 
Esdraelon and is probably identical 
with Mt. Carmel, separated by a prob- 
able distance of fifty miles or more. 


Primary Distinctions 

The key to a solution of the places 
and distance involved seems to yield 
to these simple distinctions. “Blow ye 
the trumpet in Zion,” Joel 2:1, com- 
pared with Joel 3:1, “For behold, in 
those days, and in that time” refers 
to the beginning of the judgments of 
Jehovah. This is also predicated by, 
“Proclaim ye this among the Gen- 
tiles; prepare war,” in verse 9. First, 
deliverance for Israel is decreed by 
Joel, which is actually begun by the 
Lord roaring out of Zion, and uttering 
His voice from Jerusalem, verse 16, 
who begins to reap “the harvest,” Joel 
3:13. Second, John anticipates both 
the beginning and the victorious end- 
ing of Armageddon in Rev. 14:14-20. 
Third, the final blow will be struck at 
Armageddon when and where victory 
for Israel will be realized, by defeat 
of “the kings of the whole world” in 
the “battle of that great day of God 
Almighty,” Rev. 16:13-16. When “the 
beast, and the kings of the earth, and 
their armies, gathered together to 
make war against him that sat on the 
horse, and against his army,” are 
defeated by Christ, the “KING OF 
KINGS AND LORD OF LORDS,” and 
the beast was taken, and with him 
the false prophet, these both were 
cast alive into the lake of fire burn- 
ing with brimstone. Rev. 19:16-20. 

Yet Future 

This war is yet future. Whatever 
comparison may be made of past 
world wars, they have been fought on 
the wrong soil. The whirlpool of this 
war will be in the geographic center 
of the earth even in Palestine, for 
there God will deliver, as of old, His 
people Israel. See Zech. 12:11; Judges 
5:19; 2 Kings 9:27; 23:29. God has a 
score to settle here. 

Summary Pentecostal Revival 

I don’t singularly wish to place the 
word “Pentecost” on a pedestal, for 
indeed it is the power which was 
manifested on the day of Pentecost 
that is everywhere so dreadfully 
needed; therefore, I associate the 


word Pentecost with everything I can, 
hoping thereby to get the power of 


the Spirit identified with persons ng 


things of our times. In this brief men 
tion of Jehovah’s judgments and of 
the last dreaded conflict, I particu- 
larly point out that with these judg- 
ments and war of the tribulation 
period God has decreed a thing of 
mercy and even blessing. Israel, who 
will be found in the land and men- 
tioned in Joel 2:12-27, is to have her 
Pentecostal revival. Joel 2:23-28, 2° 
Then follows the tribulation signs i 
verses 30, 32, mentioned also in Acts 
2:17-21. See also James 5:7. God 
promised to “pour” His Spirit upon 
the house of David and the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem. Zech. 12:10. Not 
only this but verse nine identifies this 
outpouring with the destruction of na- 
tions. Too, this outpouring is not for 
Israel alone but for “all flesh.” Acts 
2:17. The revival God’s saints are pray- 
ing for will be realized.

Destruction 

There were 4,500,000 homes de- 
stroyed in London from the effect of 
bombings by the Germans. While on 
the other hand, of all the churches 
of Berlin there was not one of them 
left undamaged.

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el Baptism in the FHtoly Spirit 


Let me say first that there are many 
@ 2.» in Christ who have not yet 
received the blessing known as the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit, and the 
Christians are much divided over the 
‘subject. For this reason every Chris- 
tian should read the scriptures that 
deal with the subject and see for 
themselves what the Bible has to say. 

If you are one of the many who 

ave been misled and have been made 
to believe that there is no such ex- 
perience as receiving the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit with the evidence of 
speaking in tongues, then we ask of 
you to read the following scriptures 
that deal with this subject. Isa. 28: 
11,12; Matt. 3:11; 20:22,23; Mark 1:8; 
Luke 3:16; John 1:31-34; 3:34; 7:37- 
39; 14:16,17; 15:26; 16:13; 20:22; Acts 


1:4,5,8; 2:1-80; 4:8,31; 5:32; 9:17; 
10:38, 44-46; 11:15; 13:52; 15:7-11; 
19:1-6. 


The evidence of receiving the bap- 
tism is speaking in tongues. This was 
the evidence at Pentecost, also this 
was how Peter and other Jews knew 
that the Gentiles had received the 
blessing. Acts 10:46,47; 19:1-7. Paul 
received the same experiences. Acts 
9:17; 1 Cor. 14:19. 

Christ plainly taught that when the 
Holy Spirit is come He shall TESTIFY 
and what He shall “hear” that shall 
He “speak.” John 15:26; 16:13-15. The 
Bible teaches that when He is come 
He shall speak, and no person should 
be satisfied with anything less. The 
one hundred and twenty and other 
early Christians received the blessing 
the above way, and when people to- 
day receive the Baptism that they re- 
ceived, the evidence will be the same. 
Nowhere in the Bible has God changed 

is ways of baptizing believers, how- 
ver there are some perverted and 
powerless preachers who teach that 
the Baptism can be received without 
speaking in other tongues as at Pente- 
cost. These people are not fair with 
themselves nor the Word of God, and 
deceive them that hear them. Anyone 
should have sense enough to know 
that the same Baptism will always 
have the same evidences. There is no 
record given in the Bible where God 
has changed the way for New Testa- 
ment believers to receive the blessing. 

The baptism in the Holy Spirit is 


— of prophecy. Isa. 28:11, 12; 


Joel 2:28. Peter, on the day of Pente- 
cost, quoted from Joel’s prophecy, and 
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said, “This is that,” Acts 2:16,17, and 
in verse 33, “Therefore being by the 
right hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the promise of 
the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this, which ye now see and hear.” 
Evidently they were seeing the won- 
derful manifestation of tongues, and 
he goes on to say, verse 39, “For the 
promise is unto you (those to whom 
Peter was preaching), and to your 
children, and to them that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” If you are called to be a 
Christian you are eligible. 

They that did what Peter said were 
added to the Church, Acts 2:41-47. We 
hear so much these days about using 
wisdom. Some say not to preach Bap- 
tism in revivals, just repentance. I 
wonder what some think about Peter’s 
sermon. Did he use wisdom when he 
preached to that group of sinners and 
told them to repent and be baptized 
and they, too, could receive the bap- 
tism in the Holy Ghost? The theme of 
his message was the Baptism, Acts 2: 
15-18, 33-38, 39. 

The baptism in the Holy Spirit is a 
gift only to the Christians, John 14: 
1-17, and is to endue the believer with 
power for service so that he can do 
the same works that Christ did, John 
14:12; Mark 16:15-20; Luke 24:49; 
Acts 1:1-8. So the purpose of such 
enduement of power was and is to 
confirm the Word of God and to carry 
out what Jesus Himself began both to 
do and to teach, Acts 1:2; Matt. 28: 
20; Mark 16:15-20; Heb. 2:3. The 
Word of God certainly needs con- 
firmation today in a supernatural way, 
as the country is being swept by false 
doctrines; there is more need of heal- 
ing today than ever before. Let’s 
preach the fulness of the Baptism and 
seek again until New Testament ex- 
periences are a normal thing in our 
churches. I have been informed many 
times that our churches have all the 
gifts of the Spirit, that God set them 
in the Church. Yes, I am aware of the 
fact that God did set them in the 
early Church, and this is why we 
should not be satisfied with anything 
less. God’s ministers are to be a flame 
of fire and not a cloud of smoke. Heb.

HOW TO RECEIVE THE BAPTISM 

OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 

We have several times in the record 

of John’s preaching on water bap-

tism that he also preached on the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit but did 
not emphasize how to receive it. 

In Peter’s Pentecostal sermon he 
explains carefully what they received, 
but says nothing about how or what 
they did to receive it. Peter identified 
this experience with Joel’s prophecy. 
We turn back to Joel 2:28 and find 
all the answers but the one. Joel tells 
when the Spirit will be poured out 
and what will take place, but there is 
a strange silence on how to receive it. 

Paul the apostle founded the church 
at Corinth and gave the foundation 
teachings there which produced a 
church that came behind in no gift. 
In his letter he carefully reviewed his 
instructions on what to do with the 
Baptism that they had received, but 
said very little, if any, on how to re- 
ceive it. 

Now let’s note carefully that we are 
not left in the dark on the subject. We 
have the many examples in the Bible 
that did receive the Baptism. In the 
prophecy of Joel the Baptism is pre- 
sented from God’s side and, strictly 
speaking, remains for its fulfillment 
in the tribulation but partly fulfilled 
on the day of Pentecost; 1. e., we are 
blessed with the Spirit early. 

We take for instance the one hun- 
dred and twenty that received the 
Baptism. We notice that they were 
commanded to tarry until the blessing 
was poured out. The word “tarry” lit- 
erally means to “sit down,” not simply 
to remain there for a time but for a 
purpose. 

We are told about the fishermen 
who drew their nets to land and sat 
down to sort out fish. The eunuch de- 
sired Peter to come up and sit with 
him, Acts 8:31, not for a ride but to 
explain the prophecy. 

We read many other examples of the 
usage of the word “sit.” Christ will 
sit on His throne, etc. So we see from 
the use of the word “tarry” (or sit 
down) that it does not mean to put in 
the time, but to sit down and do 
something. There is no premium on 
laziness. Some people want a job of 
sitting only, as it seems to be in the 
case of the lady who came to Christ 
and asked if one of her sons could sit 
one on the right and one on the left. 
Matt. 20:21. Some like to do the trav- 
eling of an evangelist, but not the

Acts 2:44, “And all that believed 
were together.” 


In Numbers 13:1 we find that the 
Lord spoke to Moses saying, “Send 
thou men, that they may search the 
land of Canaan, which I give unto the 
children of Israel.” We notice quite a 
number of people were in that com- 
pany. Their business was to search out 
the land of Canaan. They were all 
together in person, but not in soul, 
heart, and mind. Joshua and Caleb 
brought back the fruit of the land. 
These brave soldiers said, “The land is 
wonderful and we can take it,” while 
the others said, “There are giants in 
the land; they were like grasshoppers. 
We cannot possess the land.” We can 
readily see they were not together in 
heart, mind, and soul. 

I believe if we were together in our 
local churches in heart, mind, and 
soul, we would see great things hap- 
pen like they did in the early 
church. Some of us have large con- 
gregations; we are together in num- 
ber, but our minds, thoughts, and in- 
tentions are far apart. Jesus said 
where two or three were gathered to- 
gether in His name that He would 
be one in the midst. Notice He said 
gathered together in His name. I don’t 
believe He meant just two or three 
people to merely come together, but 
to come with the same purpose in 
view. Take our U. S. Army. If our boys 
failed to stand together with the same 
purpose in mind, the enemy surely 
would win the victory. 

“Together we stand; divided we fall.” 
If there ever was a time in the history 
of the Church that we ought to be to- 
gether, in heart, soul, and mind, it 
is today. We notice in the 22nd chapter 
of Luke’s Gospel where Jesus and His 
disciples were taking the passover 
supper. They were together in the 
upper room, but not in heart and soul. 
Jesus was undergoing a terrible bur- 
den, knowing that in a few hours He 
‘would be delivered into the hands of 
His enemies, and at the same time 
Judas was thinking of the thirty pieces 
of silver that the mob had offered Him 
to betray the innocent blood of the 
Son of God. Surely they were not to- 
gether in heart and soul. We notice 
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in the seventh chapter of Joshua 
where Achan was ready to fight in the 
battle of Ai. He was numbered with 
the other soldiers but they were not 
together in heart, soul, and mind. No 
doubt Achan was thinking of that 
beautiful Babylonian garment and the 
wedge of gold that he had hid in the 
midst of his tent. A number of sol- 
diers were slain before the gates of 
Ai because of the sin of Achan. God 
told Joshua that He would not be 
with him any more except he destroy 
the accursed from among them. They 
surely were not together in heart, 
mind, and soul. 

Notice the four men who bore the 
sick man to Jesus. Because of the 
great throng that kept them from en- 
tering they let him down through the 
roof. These men were surely in the 
selfsame mind. . 

We find in Isa. 29:13, “This people 
draw near me with their mouth, and 
with their iips do honor me, but they 
have moved their hearts far from me.” 
I fear that a great many people are 
like this. With their lips they worship 
the Lord but their hearts are far, far 
from Him. They are not together. 

God could perform many miracles, 
as He did in the early Church, if He 


could get His people to come together 
in one mind and one accord. 

Psa. 133:1, “Behold, how good and 
how pleasant it is for brethren a) } 
dwell together in unity.” If we expect 
to carry on for God and His Church 
and make a success we must come to- 
gether in heart, mind, and soul. 

Amos 3:3, “Can two walk together 
except they agree?” 

Just before Jesus ascended back to 
the Father He told His disciples to 
go tarry at Jerusalem until they were 
endued with power from on high. A 
cording to the Bible they were there 
about ten days. Acts 1:14, “These all 
continued with one accord in prayer 
and supplication .. .” This fellowship 
together brought the promise to the 
world. 

What caused the lame man to re- 
ceive strength in His ankle bones at 
the beautiful gate? I’m persuaded to 
believe it was because Peter and John 
were together in heart, mind, and 
soul. 

Matt. 18:19, “If two of you shall 
agree on earth as touching anything 
that they shall ask, it shall be done 
for them of my Father which is in 
heaven.” 

Please pray that God will bring us 
together in one mind and one accord.

THE CHURCH MARCHES ON IN 
THE WEST INDIES 


J. W. ARCHER, Overseer of 
Dominican Republic 


(Continued from last issue) 


Haiti is a small republic. Excluding 
the longer southern pointing finger 
which extends one hundred and fifty 
miles westward from the base at Port- 
au-Prince, the Republic is an average 
of seventy-five miles by one hundred 
twenty-five miles in width and length. 
Its population, of which over 90 per 
cent is colored, is over three million. 
The official language is French, but in 
order to work successfully among 
them one must also know Creole. This 
is the language of the poor, or of the 
streets. It might be termed the 
French-African interpretation of 
French. Being fluent in this mixed 
language is one of the reasons for the 
outstanding success of Brother and 
Sister Kluzit. 


Upon reaching customs, we phoned 
Brother Kluzit. He was quick to come 
to our rescue, taking full charge of 
everything, and we, not knowing the 
language or customs, were more than 
happy to let him do so. It reminded us 
of the many times we had acted as 
guides, interpreters and general aids 
to visitors in Mexico. 


One of the most impressive things 
about the work of the Church of God 
in Haiti is its organization. The 
Kluzits have this large and difficult 
people to handle, so well systematized 
that, while they are busy all the time, 
they never seem to be too busy. Wher- 
ever we went there were large crowds. 
The main church, which comfortably 
seats five hundred people and can 
accommodate a thousand, if necessary, 
was thoroughly filled on week-night 
services and packed on Sunday nights. 
The branch churches which we vis- 
ited in the city were all overcrowded, 
with more than half the people stand- 
ing. Milling among these precious 
black people, one felt kind of choked 
up, for I wanted to talk to them but 
could only smile and pat them on the 
arm. I quickly learned a salutation 
and a good-by so that I wouldn’t ap- 
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pear too much like a stuck-up Amer- 
ican. 


The Kluzits took us all into their 
home upon the mountains above the 
severe heat of the city, and fattened 
us up. They made us feel welcome in- 
deed, and I know they meant it, for 
I well remember how hungry we grew 
for American friends while in Mexico. 
Although one loves the native with all 
his heart, still they do not speak our 
language with tongue or customs or 
actions. I found that the French lan- 
guage, with its basic Latin, was enough 
like Spanish that I could read the 
newspaper, but to understand it when 
spoken, that is something else! 


Here again in Haiti, relaxing war 
emergency regulations moved in our 
favor. The Dominican Government 
has a war ruling that none of their 


consuls can give visas to enter the. 


Republic without first receiving permit 
from the central government. We had 
waited four weeks in Santiago de 
Cuba for this permit to come through 
and then came on to Haiti without it. 
Here we learned that the Dominican 
ambassador to Haiti was empowered 
to grant to Americans a visa upon 
presentation of a letter from the 
American embassy. You may be sure 
that we wasted no time in getting it. 
Sister Archer went ahead by plane to 
Ciudad Trujillo, capital of the Domin- 
ican Republic, to find us a house so 
that we would not have to spend days 
in a hotel. We had prayed ever since 
leaving Mexico that the Lord would 
reserve for us a suitable home in the 
capital of our new field of labor, even 
though many told us that good homes 
were very hard to rent in Ciudad Tru- 
jillo. We believed the Lord would 
answer our prayer, and He did. Two 
hours after arriving, Sister Archer had 
rented the place most suited to our 
desires and needs. It had just been va- 
cated. A pleasant home is of vital 
importance to the peace and health 
of Americans living in tropical coun- 
tries. Members of the American em- 
bassy here told us they had waited 
five months to secure a place. 
Meanwhile, in Haiti we were asked 
by Brother and Sister Kluzit to preach 
in a series of services. We asked them 











what message they felt was most 
needed, and they replied that though 
the people had been taught much of 
sanctification and the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, it would be good for them 
to hear it from the lips of another, 
and that also they had been praying 
for another outpouring of His Spirit 
since the reopening of the churches. 
We were only in Haiti after that for 
three services, but in these the Lord 
answered their prayers. No less than 
a hundred sought the blessing at the 
altar in each of these services and 
though I could not tell how many 
were being filled and how many were 
just receiving a refilling of the Spirit, 
I could readily see that many were re- 
ceiving the Holy Spirit. The Kluzits, 
who know all of these people well, 
told me that at least twenty-five re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit in the three 
services. While such a revival was not 
new to our church in Haiti, it was the 
first such that they had had since the 
reopening of the churches which had 
been closed some three years. We were 
indeed happy to have been privileged 
to witness to the clear manifestation 
from our Christ that He intended to 
continue the great revival which had 
swept across Haiti, saving some fif- 
teen thousand souls and sanctifying 
and baptizing hundreds with the Holy 
Spirit. 

While we could have gone from 
Port-au-Prince to Ciudad Trujillo in 
two hours by plane, and at no greater 
cost when one considers the cost of 
hotels en route the longer way, we 
chose to make the last leg of our 
journey by bus. Because the only 
means of transportation for much of 
the journey was by mail truck, which 
was limited in its passenger capacity, 
we were four days reaching our jour- 
ney’s end. One of our main purposes 
in traveling by bus was to get a first- 
hand survey of the western part of 
the new republic in which we were 
to labor. 

We were asked to be at the start- 
ing-point at five in the morning and, 
being Americans, I and the children 
were given the choice seats at the 
front of the bus. These consisted of a 
bench built across the flat bed of a

“But Jonah rose up to flee unto 
Tarshish from the presence of the 
Lord.” 

These are the words spoken to 
the prophet Jonah at the time when 
the Lord was asking him to do His 
will and, instead of moving forth in 
the power of God to do the mighty 
works God would make possible, he 
“rose up to flee ... from the pres- 
ence of the Lord.” 


For some time the Lord has been 
showing me that an experience I went 
through at the Assembly had to be 
written for His glory. The Lord 
brought me out of the modern church 
and led me into the glorious light of 
His presence so that I sought for the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and re- 
ceived that great blessing. Then, while 
at camp meeting this year, the Lord 
showed me that there were greater 
depths to be attained. While we were 
there the Holy Ghost brought Sister 
Helman and me together to labor for 
the Lord in complete harmony and 
be used as one channel through which 
the Word of God can go forth to the 
salvation and liberation of souls. From 
then on the Lord moved in might and 
power and through the Spirit showed 
me that if I would stay humble and 
sit at His feet, we would receive a new 
blessing at the Assembly, that she 
would receive that which had long 
been’ the desire of her heart—the pow- 
er to perform the “greater things” 
through the Holy Ghost, and that He 
would give me an enduement with 
power for service that would enable 
us to work as one channel. 


At an early age in life I went 
through a test and set my will never 
to break, never to show anyone how I 
felt or let them know they had power 
to hurt me. I hardened my heart to 
the extent I would not even let God 
break me. Then, as time went on, 
things moved to the extent that I was 
privileged to attain a college educa- 
tion. I threw my whole heart and 
soul into the life of study, with the 
result of a graduation with high hon- 
ors. My family and friends praised me 
and the result was a spirit of self- 
exaltation crept in. The only true edu- 
cation is that of the Holy Ghost. All 
head knowledge only serves to puff 
one up, as I have found to my sorrow. 
When we attain heights spiritually 
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through the mighty working of the 
Spirit of God we cannot give anyone 
except God the glory. When God takes 
a man or woman and educates them 
in His Word and will He receives the 
glory and no one is exalted. 


Assembly time came and the old 
spirit of rebellion and self-exaltation 
began to rise in me. It seemed the more 
I was dominated by this the more Sis- 
ter Helman was hid away in the Spirit. 
When we reached the Assembly there 
was no quickening in my soul as the 
power of God began to be manifested. 
All I felt was a desire to flee, to get 
away from it all. Like Jonah, I desired 
to flee from the presence of the Lord. 
I knew that it meant spiritual death 
for me if I broke the bonds uniting 
Sister Helman and me, and a spirit of 
not caring what happened entered in- 
to me. 

A certain day came and we were on 
our way back to our hotel from a 
service. We came to a street crossing 
and I knew that after we had crossed 
I was going to tell her I was not able 
to stand and was going home. As we 
were crossing, with the light in our 
favor, a car ran through the green 
light right in our path. I saw the car 
coming. I dropped her arm and took a 
step ahead of her. I knew the car was 
going to hit me and I did not care if it 
did. She saw all this in the Spirit. She 
saw that I was going to be hit and it 
seemed in the Spirit that she was out 
ahead of me in front of the car. She 
did grab my arm and pull me back, 
with the result that my foot caught 
hers and she was thrown to the 
ground. Because of this I was not 
seriously injured; in fact, she took the 
force of the blow and most of the 
suffering that followed. Through the 
time of confusion that followed, her 
one concern was for me, trying to 
see they took care of me. 

When we got in the squad car they 
sent to take us to the hospital I felt I 
was not badly hurt, yet I wanted to 
stay in the hospital. I was just one 
lump of rebellion. We did stay in the 
hospital for a time, until they found 
we were not badly hurt. We then went 
to the auditorium for prayer. I still felt 
like fleeing and, of course, I got no re- 
lief for I didn’t try to receive help. 


I am telling this to show what can 
happen when we let the spirit of self- 
exaltation and rebellion against God 
enter our lives. The Word says, “To 
obey is better than sacrifice,” and I 
have learned that lesson. The words of 
the Old Book, “Greater love hath no 
man than this, that a man lay down 
his life for his friends,” have been 
burned into my neart and soul by fire. 
Sister Helman «id not get deliverance 
right away. I knew it was my fault for 
if she had not tried to give her life 
to save me she would not have had to 
suffer. The grief and remorse that 
seized my soul was such that I final- 
ly got to the place where I had to cry 
out to the Lord for deliverance. He 
was merciful and gave me relief from 
that remorse. 

Then the Lord began to show me 
the spiritual loss because of my rebel- 
lion. The Lord had promised the 
“sreater things” to Sister Helman and 
I saw men and women in bondage 
who could have been released if I had 
not rebelled. I had held her back from 
the greater blessing. Even my own 
body suffered for I had had a healing 
of my eyes and when I rebelled my 
eyes became worse than when they 
were first prayed for. Worst of all, I 
knew that my rebellion had hindered 
God’s working in our lives to the salva- 
tion and liberation of souls. 

Jonah said, “I cried by reason of my 
affliction unto the Lord, and he heard 
me.” Just as the ‘Lord was merciful 
to Jonah so He was to me. The ex- 
perience was the breaking point for 
me spiritually, just as Jonah’s exper- 
ience was for him. Many souls were 
in bondage in Nineveh and God knew 
He could move through the vessel He 
chose to liberate them. Many souls 
are in bondage in the world today 
and the Lord is still calling His Jonahs 
to go and bring deliverance to the cap- 
tives. Do we try, like Jonah did, to 
flee from the presence of the Lord? 
Do we let the old self dominate and 
rule until we even come to the point 
where we feel our life is vain and we 
care not if we take it deliberately? 
Satan is striving his best to get the 
saints of God to take their eyes off the 
Lord and get them on self. We need to 
keep the vision of the might and 
power of God as He ministers through 
His chosen vessels so before us that

Daniel fasted and prayed 
twenty-one days and nights for wis- 
dom and God gave him visions and 
the interpretation thereof. Daniel 10: 
2-21. Joseph was the earliest person 
we read of to whom God gave wisdom, 
understanding, and interpretation of 
dreams, through which he gained 
favor with God, and the king of Egypt 
and was promoted in the Egyptian 
kingdom, and promoted highly to 
much esteem and became a chief rul- 
er of the land. Daniel set his face 
unto the Lord God, to seek by prayer 


and supplications, with fasting, and 
sackcloth, and ashes, Daniel 9:3, the 
wisdom concerning the hard things 
to understand contained in the Holy 
Writ or sacred Scriptures which were 
uttered by the Lord through His holy 
prophets years before. Daniel 9:22, 23 
tells us, “And he informed me, and 
talked with me, and said, O Daniel, I 
am now come forth to give thee skill 
and understanding.

sixth chapter of 1 Corinthians the 
apostle points out that the church is 
the court of justice for the saints, in 
their dealings with each other. These 
judgments could not be effected with- 
out government in operation within 
the church. In Heb. 13:17, we are com- 
manded, also, to “obey them that have 
the rule over you, and submit your- 
selves: for they watch for your souls, 
as they that must give an account.” 
Those whom God has given the over- 
sight of the church, He holds respon- 
sible for the guidance of those en- 
trusted to their care. God meant for 
everyone to be led of the Spirit, but 
not independently of those whom He 
set in the church as its safeguard 
against error either in the truth or in 
spirit. Therefore, He 
SET RULERS 

in the Church, such as the bishop 
(Phil. 3:1; 1 Tim. 3:1), whose work 
was “to teach” and also to inspect, for 
that is actually the definition of the 
word “bishop”; he is literally an m@ 





spector in the Church. He is con 
cerned about the quality of teaching 
that others do, and no less is he re- 
sponsible for the conduct of those 
under his watchcare. The work of the 
bishop was, in the light of 1 Tim. 3: 
3,4, to rule both in his own house and 
within the church. The deacon was 
also charged with the responsibility 
of order in the Lord’s house, 1 Tim. 
3:10. In Psalms 109:8, reference is 
made to the “office” of Judas who be- 
trayed our Lord. This “office” is, in 
Acts 1:20, referred to as the “bish- 
oprick,” which was given prophetical- 
ly to a successor. From these passages @

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Montana State Convention and 
Camp Meeting 

Montana camp meeting and con- 
vention convened in Bozeman, Mont., 
June 3-10. The mornings were taken 
up with Bible study of the teachings 
of the Church of God.

it is clear that the apostles were re- 
garded as bishops, or overseers. From 
the beginning they were actually 
“overseers.” Compare “Peter .. . lift- 
ed up his voice and said” in Acts 2:14 
and Acts 4:37, with Acts 5:29 and 
Acts 6:2,3, where “the twelve called 
the multitude of the disciples unto 
them, and said .. . Look ye out among 
you seven men of honest report, full 
of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom 
we may APPOINT over this business.” 
The elder as a ruler and the office of 
the bishop were in sight from the be- 
ginning of the church era. There are 
those, however, who contend that “the 
anointing which ye have received of 
him abideth in you, and ye need not 
that any man teach you: but that the 
same anointing teacheth you all 
things” and therefore that John 2:27 
is license for a “free-for-all show” and 
a “do as you please” before the Lord. 
If this is true, rulers and teachers who 
were both set in the church by God 
prove that God is at variance within 
Himself. The fact is that the “anoint- 
ing” teacheth you through the “teach- 
ers” and rulers whom God hath set in 
the Church.

work. 2 Tim. 4:5. 

This one hundred and twenty con- 
tinued with one accord in prayer and 
supplication. This combination is 
worth studying. Supplication is prayer 
growing out of a desperate need. How- 
ever, we are not to get our minds just 
on praying only. Note Luke 24:53. 
They were continually praising and 
blessing God. Some tarry the other 
way, “Sit down and do nothing 
and get nothing.” The people I 
have seen get the Baptism have 
been people who have not been afraid 
to praise God and to yield themselves 
to God. I have never seen people get 
the blessing looking down their nose. 
In the Bible, it can be noticed that 
through the laying on of hands peo- 
ple received the Baptism. 

While Peter was preaching to 
Cornelius’ household, they received 
the Baptism. Note, the Holy Spirit in- 
terrupted Peter’s sermon, but timed 
the interruption. Peter had already 
preached the resurrection of Christ 
and repentance, Acts 10:34-43, before 
they received the Baptism. Some. say 
Cornelius was saved before he sent 
for Peter, but he was not saved until 
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Peter came and preached to them. 
Acts 11:14, 18; 10:43. 

Men were not baptized in the Holy 
Spirit until Pentecost, but they did 
receive the Holy Spirit in their lives in 
various ways. Note the following: 
The Spirit was in many in Old Testa- 
ment days. Gen. 41:38; Num. 27:18; 
Psa. 51:10,11; Isa. 26:9; 63:10-14; 
Ezek. 2:2. The Spirit came upon and 
endued many with a measure of the 
power in the Old Testament. The 
Spirit filled many in Old Testament 
days. Exod. 28:3; 31:3; 35:31; Ezek. 
2:2. The Spirit that spake by the 
mouths of the prophets had to be 
“in,” “upon,” and “filling” them be- 
fore He could speak through them, 2 
Sam. 23:2; Luke 1:70; Acts 1:16. The 
Spirit moved men, gave men “visions,” 
“dreams.” They also had the fruit of 
the Spirit (Gal. 5:22,23), such as 
love, joy, peace, etc., Psa. 51:8-13; 
119:165. Men in the Old Testament 
also had salvation, which included 
forgiveness, healing, sanctification, 
justification, etc., Lev. 20:8; Rom. 4: 
1-8. 

Men in Old Testament days had the 
gifts of the Spirit except the gift of 
tongues and interpretation; wisdom, 
and knowledge, 1 Kings 4:29-30; Exod. 
31:3; Dan. 1:17; faith, Heb. 11; Rom. 
4; healing, Gen. 20:17; 2 Kings 5:14; 
miracles, Exod. 4:7; 2 Kings 2:8; 
prophecy, Isa. 1:1; Ezek. 1:1; Acts 3: 
21; discernment, 2 Kings 5:25-27; 6: 
12; interpretation of dreams and 
visions, Gen. 41; Dan. 1:17. 

Although the Holy Spirit moved up- 
on and dwelt within men as proven 
by the above scriptures, yet the bap- 
tism in the Holy Spirit is different 
and was reserved for this Age of Grace, 
and came in its fulness on the Day 
of Pentecost. 

There is a difference between a 
filling and the baptism. Many were 
filled before Pentecost, with the Holy 
Spirit, but not baptized. John the 
Baptist was filled with the Spirit from 
birth. His parents, the mother of Jesus, 
Simeon and Zacharias were also filled 
with the Spirit before Pentecost. Luke 
1:15-17, 41,46,67; 2:25-35. John was 
never baptized in the Spirit, Matt. 3: 
14; John 1:31-34; but Jesus was, Matt. 
3:16,17; 20:22,23. The disciples were 
partially filled, had the Spirit in 
them, and were anointed to preach, 
heal, and cast out demons before they 
were baptized in the Spirit, Matt. 10: 
1-8; 16-20; Mark 6:7-13; Luke 10:1-19; 
they were sanctified and justified, 15: 
3; 17:6, 14. In the New Testament men 
always received a “measure” of the 


Spirit and were more or less filled with 
the Spirit at conversion. Every child 
of God received the “Spirit of adop- 
tion” and is filled with the Spirit in ¢) 
a “measure” when converted. “If any 
man have not the Spirit of Christ, he 
is none of his.” John 3:3-5; Rom. 8: 
9-17; 12:3; 1 Cor. 12:18; 2 Cor. 1:22; 
3:18; 5:5,17; Eph. 1:17-19; Phil. 1:19; 
1 John 4:13; 2 Peter 3:18. A filling will 
always accompany a baptism, but a 
baptism will not always accompany a 
filling. That is why it could be said of 
the disciples on the Day of Pentecost 
that they were filled with the Holy 
Spirit as well as baptized. 

My teacher in Bible College gave the 
following illustration, for instance: He 
took a glass and poured water into it 
(different measures) and then filled it. 
It still wasn’t baptized. He ran it over. 
It still wasn’t baptized (full and run- 
ning over). He then took the glass and 
submerged it into the pitcher of wa- 
ter. Then it was baptized, but not be- 
fore. 

Let us seek until our lives are sub- 
merged in the Holy Spirit.

we will never become exalted but will 
remain humble and be just empty 
channels to be used by the Master. 
Education and ability count for 
naught as far as God is concerned. He 
wants yielded hearts and lives that 
are pliable in His hand. The only 
knowledge that is worth while, the 
only wisdom to be desired is that 
which is implanted by the Holy Ghost. 
All of us as saints of God need to be 
“crucified with Christ” as Paul was 
and to “bear about in our body the 
marks of the Lord Jesus.” Self and sin 
are the two factors that keep us from 
deeper fellowship with God and both 
must go if we keep under the blood 
of Jesus and let the Spirit of God rule 
our lives.

Just so, the Lord has been 
merciful to me and promised that He 
is not going to withhold the blessing 
from me because I have let Him break 
me.

Saints of God, please 
pray for me that God will keep me 
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humble, sitting at His feet, learning 

of Him, that He may give me the 

Qos blessing for the good of lost 
uls.

stake-body Chevrolet truck. But when 
they had picked up passengers and 
stopped for the mail, we were asked 
to get down. Our bench was taken out 
d mail piled to the ceiling in its 
lace, completely obscuring the front 
view. We were moved back to the next 
bench and the rest of the passengers 
were forced to find seats where they 
could. Here, as in most Latin Amer- 
ican countries, the poor are accus- 
tomed to all manner of discomfort, 
and seem to take it with the same 
uncomplaining patience of a pack 
burro. The road on the Haitian side 
was of gravel, and wound over high 
mountain ranges. That of the Domin- 
ican side is of asphalt. At four in the 
afternoon we crossed the border into 
the Dominican Republic, two and one- 
half months after beginning our 
journey from Mexico. We had moved 
forward as fast as war-time permits 
and transportation for a large family 
would allow. At best it had been a 
long, tiring journey. At times we had 
to wait three weeks for transporta- 
tion facilities. It was with a happy 
feeling of having arrived home, that 
I at last set foot on Dominican soil. 
Two things impressed me imme- 
diately with the Dominican people 
and their country. One was cleanli- 
ness and the other was contentment. 
Perhaps one coming directly from the 
United States would not be particu- 
larly impressed with these two char- 
acteristics, for they are accustomed to 
that at home. But one who has trav- 
eled in Latin American countries, 
where poverty, filth, and extreme suf- 
fering and unhappiness prevail, could 
not help being deeply impressed to 
find himself suddenly in a Latin 
American Republic which had lifted 
itself out of poverty and its accom- 
panying misery and _ uncleanliness. 
True, the majority of the people are 
poor, as is true in all countries, but 
they have risen so much above the 
average Latin American condition 
that one cannot but notice the dif- 
ference. The longer I remain and 
travel in this lovely republic, the more 
this impression grows. 
Here is a land where people are 
clean and contented. The soldiers are 
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of a higher type, well dressed, neat, 
boots always shined soldierly. The 
clothes of the poorest are clean and 
pressed. The people are content with 
their country and its government, with 
a happy pride that is not the unreas- 
onable and unfounded egotism to 
which one becomes accustomed in 
some other Latin countries. They are 
happy in their land, and they want you 
to be too. 


And what has brought about this 
remarkable change? It is almost en- 
tirely due to the patriotic and altru- 
istic efforts of one man, the F.D.R. 
of the Latin Americas. He is the coun- 
try’s president, General of the Armies 
Rafael Trujillo Molino. He has held 
office about the same length of time 
as President Roosevelt, and like him 
has devoted most of the efforts of his 
office to legislation and expenditures 
that have raised the living stand- 
ards of his country. It is sufficient to 
say that here is found that rare com- 
bination, an idealistic but practical 
dreamer among men who has found 
placed into his hands the power and 
the finances to materialize his dreams 
for the benefit of his country and its 
people; perhaps hampered, but cer- 
tainly unhindered, by self-seeking and 
Selfish politicians. 

The Dominican Republic forms the 
larger part of this island on which 
Haiti is also located. It is about one 
hundred sixty-five miles wide and 
two hundred sixty miles long and has 
a population of two million. The 
western part of the Island, Haiti, was 
owned by the French who brought in 
thousands of African slaves. These 
multiplied rapidly and during their 
revolution for independence, they set 
out to kill off what few whites were in 
the country. Hence its population is 
today largely black. Santo Domingo 
was owned by the Spanish, who also 
brought in their slaves but in fewer 
numbers, and the black never pre- 
dominated. The original Indians of 
the Island were largely killed off by 
the Spaniards and by disease, and the 
remaining few intermarried until 
there are no Indians in the country 
today. 

There is no race problem here, for 
French, Spanish, colored, and the few 
remaining Indians freely intermarried, 
creating a distinctive race of people in 
which, although the hair is largely 
dark and kinky, the color is predomi- 
nantly white rather than black. That 
is to say, the mixed races or bloods 
which form sixty-eight per cent of the 


population, lean far more toward the 
white in color than the black. Aside 
from the mixed, the population is com- 
prised of 20 per cent whites and 12 
per cent Negroes. By nature they are 
peace-loving and easily contented. 

Religiously they are predominantly 
Catholic, but not working very ear- 
nestly at it. The general population is 
hungry for spiritual light and open to 
the gospel, easily converted and many 
stand firmly, once they are saved. Like 
in Mexico, the saved do much house- 
to-house and personal work, so that in 
two of our churches we have some 
twelve missions and Sunday Schools 
operating. A revival spirit has gripped 
our few churches since our arrival and 
scores are being saved. Unlike Mexico, 
where religious restrictions are severe, 
one has full religious liberty in the 
Dominican Republic. But, because of 
higher living standards among the 
poorer people, it cost as much to open 
and maintain one church here as it 
does six churches in Mexico. By the 
same token, the native support of the 
churches should be better here, once 
the people are taught to give. At pres- 
ent, our Mexican churches support 
themselves more completely than do 
our churches here. 

We are praying for a gospel tent to 
use in evangelization, and a church 
building here in the capital worthy of 
the church we represent and the gos- 
pel we preach. Though we have been 
here but a few months, we already 
have twenty prospective ministers 
studying in our Bible School. 

Ciudad Trujillo, formerly Santo Do- 
mingo, is the oldest capital in the 
Western Hemisphere, having been 
founded by Christopher Columbus, but 
it is also one of the most modern, for 
it was destroyed by a cyclone in 1932 
and was rebuilt by the present presi- 
dent into a beautiful and modern city 
of 100,000 population. It has one of 
the most pleasant winter climates we 
have found in our travels, and we 
have lived in California, Florida, and 
Mexico City, all famous for their love- 
ly climates. 

This then is the land which we 
hope to see built into another of our 
large mission fields. It will require 
finances and prayers. Please remember 
us in both.
